It is announced that the plan to‘ship 
Alberta coal to Ontario with the co- 


operation of mine owners, railway 


companies and the Dominion govern- 


ment has been abandoned. This is 
causing sreat disappointment in Al- 
derta, 

('wo hundred buffalo have been 
shipped from Wainwright to the far 
north to be let loose in the great re- 

, serve created in the north. They 
were branded and taken by train to 
MoMurray, the railway terminal, and 
from there are being tken by river 
to their destination. They have stood 
the railway journey quite well. It is 
not known how they will get on with 
the wood buffalo already in the north, 
and there has been some criticism 
hostile to tne allowing of the two 
types to mingle. Further shipments 
of the buffalo from Wainwright are 
being made. 

A rural credits bill has been intro- 
duced by the government in the Do 
minion house of commons. It pro- 
vides for loans at cheap rates being 
made to farmers through the provin- 
ces, the Dominion government provid: 
ing the funds and the provinces be- 
coming responsible, each for the share 
allotted to them, to the Dominion gov- 
ernment. The limit of the total to be 
so advanced will be $10,000,000. 

The proposed contract between the 
Canadian government and Sir William 
Petersen for a subsidized line of 
freight steamers has been abandoned, 
though it is stated that Sir William's 
death wag not the cause of abandon- 
ment. (Mad the plan been approved 
it would have been carried on with his 
successors. 

A committee of six persons has 
been appointed to consider the ques- 
tion of a special flag for Canada. Mr. 
Mackenzie King has indicated that 
the Union Jack will certainly still 
form a portion of the flag. It is stated 
that all of the eix committee men are 
Roman Catholics. 

The crop prospects all over the 
West are exceedingly good and the 
prediction is for a 500 million bushel 
crop. 

Dr. Pidgeon, of the former Presby- 
terian church, has been appointed the 
first moderator of the United church 

The government bill for giving au- 
thority to the Railway Commission to 
readjust and equalize freight rates 
passed ita second reading without a 
division. ‘There is, however, much 
opposition from various quarters, each 
district aiming at securing its own 
particular advantage under any ar- 
rangement made. 

The Shaw divorce bill passed its sec- 
ond reading in the Senate by 43 to 14. 
This ia the bill placing women on an 
equal footing with men as regards 
divorce. 

The Wong Foon Sing or Janet 
‘Smith murder case in Vancouver Is 
taking very sensational lines. ‘Wong 
Foon Sing has been committed for 
trial for the murder of Janet Smith, 
but his counsel applied for a writ of 
habeas corpus against the committal 
and the Chief Justice of British Co- 
lumbia has stated his intention of 
considering the evidence on the pre- 
liminary trial before giving his de- 
cision, which indicates doubts as to 
the soundness of the commttal. In the 
meantime two men have been arrested 
and ten other summoned on charges 
of kidnapping Wong Foon Sing, who 
was kidnapped early in the year and 
kept in confinement for a month or 
so until found «n a road near Point 
Grey. Among the accused are the 
chief of police of Point Grey, which tis 
a suburb of Vancouver, two of the 
police commissioners, the president 
and the secretary of the United Scot- 
tish societies of Vancouver, and 
others. The suggestion is made that 
the kidnapping was done to force the 
‘Chinaman to tell all he knows about 
the death of Janet Smith. The story 
told by the girl Barbara Orford, of her 
having some sort of psychic revela- 
‘tion of the murder of Janet Smith at 
a riotous party in the house of Baker, 
ther employer, has been declared as 
entirely without foundation by the At- 
torney-General’s department, but Bar- 
bara Orford seems to be sticking to 
it. Mr. Baker, as has been already 
stated, is bringing a charge of crimi- 
nal libel against the editor of The 
Weekly Tribune, which published Bar- 
bara Orford’s story as if she had ac- 
tually seen the murder. It is flatly 
denied by the authorities that any 
such party ever took place. The case 
fa exciting great interest on the Coast.

BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 


In the British house of commons, 20 
Labor members voted for imperial 
preference, including Mr. J. H. 
Thomas, late Colonial Secretary of the 
Labor government. The whole policy 
of organized Labor being entirely pro- 
tectionist, this new tendenqy in fiscal 
matters is not surprising. 

Mr. Amery, the Colonial Secretary 
in the British government, has begun 
a system of weekly conferences with 
the Dominion High Commissioners to 
discuss imperial matters. The High 
Commissioners are to have the status 
of ambassadors. The new Department 
of Dominion Affairs, which is to be 
brought into existence in Great Bri- 
tain will not, it is stated, interfere 
with the practice of direct communi- 
cations ‘between the Premier of Great 
Britain and the Dominion premiers, 

A Labor government has come into 
power in New South Wales, Australia, 
as the result of the recent election. 
Its majority is a very precarious one. 
The new premier, Mr. Lang, has made 
a declaration that the government will 
not tolerate Bolshevism. 

C. R. Das, one of the leading Indian 
home rule agitators, is dead. He made 
a declaration some time ago publicly 
approving the act of a fanatic who 
murdered a British official in India 
and for a time .was one of the most 
mischievous of anti-British agitators, 
but latterly had adopted a more mod- 
erate attitude and seemed to wish to 
come to a friendly arrangement with 
British government officials. 

(Mr. Austen Chamberlain, Foreign 
Secretary, has announced that Great 
Britain will protect her citizens and 
their property in China against the 
attacks being made on them. The 
Labor party is opposing any action in 
China on the ground that the Chinese 
uprisings are due to bad labor condi- 
tions,

ATTRACTIONS AT . 


FOREIGN : 

In China the situation is becoming 
increasingly serious. In several large 
cities attacks have been made on 
foreigners and: particularly on British. 
The British consulate and also the 
Japanese have been burned at Kiu- 
Kiang, and both official and unofficial 
declarations have been made in terme 
of open hostility to Great Britain. At 
Peking and elsewhere foreign guards 
are protecting the foreign quarters 
and legations, and marines and troops 
have been landed. Japan has sent 
four more cruisers to China. The 
whole situation gives the impreseion 
of a general rising against the foreign. 
ers, and it is thought the Bolshevist 
government js giving the Chinese con- 
siderable encouragement in this. The 
so-called Christian general, Feng Yu 
Tsiang; is acting as though he con- 
templated seizing power on a basis of 
hostility to all foreign interference. 
Further protests and warnings, which 
are not likely to be of much value 
unless backed by warships and men, 
havé been made by the foreign gov- 
ernments to the Chinese government. 

M. Painleve, the French Premier 
and Minister of War, has been in 
Spain conferring with General Primo 
de Rivera, the Spanish dictator, on 
the situation in Morocco. It has been 
announced that France and Spain will 
act in concert against the Mors. 
Fighting has begun again between. the 
Spaniards and Moors. In the French 
zone the operations seem to be less 
active pending the arrival of further 
French reinforcements. A blockade 
of the Moorish coast has been estab- 
lished by France and Spain to prevent 
arms and munitions reaching the 
Moors from outside. 

Amundsen and all his party have 
arrived safely at Spitzbergen after an 
absence of 28 days. They all came 
back in one plane, having been forced 
to leave the other frozen in the ice 
150 miles from the Pole. Lack of fuel 
and the imposeibility of finding a suit- 
able landing place on the ice were the 
main causes of their failure to reach 
the Pole, and they had the utmost 
difficulty in getting the one plane out 
of the ice to take them back. 

Something like a quarrel has de- 
veloped between ‘Mexico and United 
States as the result of a published 
statement by Mr. Kellogg, the Ameri- 
can Secretany of State, warning Mex- 
ico as to her treatment of American 
representatives. The Mexican Presi- 
dent has published a reply of a defiant 
character, and the South American 
republics seem disposed to resent the 
attitude of the States. Nothing seri- 
ous is expected to result from the 
matter for the present at any rate. 

A bad train wreck took place in 
New Jersey when a train full of Ger- 
mandAmericans was wrecked from 
geome unknown cause and over 40 
killed and many injured.

CITY COUNCIL 


The regular meeting of the Council 
was held Monday evening. The sec- 
retary reported the result of the vot- 
ing on the two. money by-laws. 

Correspondence, was read from a 
Montreal firm regarding park and 
street refuse cans, 

‘A letter from the Consumers Lum- 
ber Co. was ordered filed. 

Mrs. J. Warwick wrote regarding 
the necessity of a street light on Ad- 
dison Avenue. The matter wae left 
over until ‘October 1st. 

The following accounts were ¢.uth- 
orized to be paid: Green's Ltd., $5.91; 
R. C. Blakeley, $14.40 and $15.06; the 
Attorney General of Alberta, $22.50 
and $5.70; Bank of Montreal, $393.70 
and $1,176.14; City of Red Deer, 
$17.10; Canadian Finance, $2.00; Sec.- 
Treasurer Public School, $100. 

Mr. Hermary appeared before the 
Council with a proposition regarding 
the land on the opposite side of the 
track, belonging to the city. He want. 
ed to cultivate the land (about 90 
acres) and wished the city to go 
fifty-fifty in the cost of clearing, fence. 
ing and breaking same, and would go 
fifty-fifty on the crop. After consid- 
erable discuasion Council decided they 
could take no action in the matter as 
they had made their appropriations 
for the year and this would necessi- 
tate borrowing the necessany money 
to pay for their part of the work. 

Two by-laws were read the neces- 
sary three times and. passed. These 
were No. 615 for the tranafer of land, 
7.82 acres to the trustees of the Na- 
zarene church, and No. 616 for the 
lease of land on a yearly rental to 
Mrs. Lennard. , 

The Commissioners were requested 
to bring in a report on the rights of 
the squatters on the land west of the 
track. 

A report was read regarding the 
arrears of rents on property owned by 
the city, as some of these were con- 
siderably behind. This was left over 
until the next meeting. 

A delegation from the Sports Com- 
mittee of the Board of Trade, ap- 
peared before Council and asked i? 
the city would put the baseball dia- 
mond in good shape for the commu- 
nity picnic on July Ist. This request 
was granted. 

Council adjourned at 9:40 p.m. 


BRIDGE AND PARK 
BY-LAWS DEFEATED 


The money by-laws submitted to 
the vote of the burgesses on Monday 
last were both rejected in no uncer- 
tain manner. The figures for the 
$2,000 by-law for the purchase of the 
Addison Heights land were as _ fol- 
lows: For 40; Against 70:

istrate Lawrence, of Red Deer, heard 
the case of Garnett vs. O’Brien. It 
was to collect a balance payable on 
a sign erected by complainant, who is 
a painter, on the Lakeview Garage. 
The balance in dispute was $4.50. The 
court ordered the amount paid and 
assessed costs on defendant. 

Magistrate Lawrence, of Red Deer, 
held court here again on Friday, June 
19th. Three cases were on the docket. 
A charge registered under the Bilk 
Sales Act against W. D. Mollheron, 
was withdrawn by the prosecution 
without any evidence being submitted. 
Detective Holmes, of the A.P.P., act- 
ed as prosecutor and accused was 
represented by Mr. McClure, of Red 
Deer. 

S. O’Brien charged BE. G. Garnett 
with having assaulted him in the shop 
of V. Bjergaard, butcher, on an eve- 
ning about the 15th of May last. De- 
tective Holmes conducted this case 
for the prosecution and Mr. McClure 
appeared for the accused. 

Evidence re the fracas was given 
by complainant and two eye-witnesses, 
Messrs Bjergaard and Polson. ‘The 
defence claimed that the whole thing 
had only been a friendly wrestling 
match in which complainant had come 
off second best. The magistrate 
found that the charge of assault had 
been proved and assessed Garnett $5 
and costs; in all $12.25. 

Mr. E. Madden charged hie neigh- 
bor, E. Medearis, with having allowed 
a certain number of pigs to be at large 
and that same pigs were damaging 
his crops. Mr. McClure appeared for 
Mr. Medearis and as in the other 
cases the prosecution was conducted 
by Mr. Holmes. After the evidence 
of Mr. and Mrs. Madden had been sub- 
mitted, Mr. McClure moved for a dis 
nilssal as the section under the act 
calls for two creditable witnesses 
“other than the complainant.” Magis- 
trate Lawrence agreed that under the 
act he could only dismiss the case. His 
honor expatiated on the desirability 
of people keeping pigs as securely 
penned as possible.

He 
outlined and claimed many advan- 
tages that would accrue to the pro- 
ducer under the new and proposed 
marketing system for livestock, poul- 
tny and dairy products. Pool market- 
ing, he said, would control the bug- 
bear of surplus production. He gave 
many facts and figures relative to 
pools now operating in the States anc 
British Columbia to prove his conten- 
tions. Mr. Smith is a convincing 
speaker, epeaks with great ease, and 
has certainly given the subject an 
exhaustive study.

MEETING HELD TO 
DISCUSS BY-LAWS 


On Saturday night a public meeting 
was held at ‘the city hall, called by 
Mayor Johns, to discuss the money 
by-lawe to be submitted to the rate- 
payers. When the meeting opened, 
about 9:20, there were very few pres- 
ent, but people dribbled in right 
through the meeting, until there were 
about thirty-five present. 

Mayor Johns opened with a” brief 
summary of the position. A large 
number of citizens, he said, had ap- 
proached members of the council, in- 
cluding himself, saying there was a 
proposal to cut down the timber on 
Addison Heights, and asking whether 
it could not be saved for the city. The 
owners had been approached and the 
proposed bylaw was the result. He 
thought this grove of trees was quite 
an asset to the city and believed it 
would be a good buy. The Fifth Si 
bridge was a different matter, and 
came up in the order of routine busi- 
nese. The bridge had been reported 
dangerous by the engineer, and it was 
necessary to repair or replace it. Exa- 
mination had shown it to be impos- 
sible to repair it economically. Of thr 
three schemes submitted, the council 
had decided unanimously against a 
mud-sill proposal, which would cos. 
about $1,200. The second proposal 
was for a bridge with cement footings 
and timber superstructure, which 
would cost about $1,600. The cheap- 
est, although the most expensive in 
first cost, was the one now being sub- 
mitted, which would cost $2,490, a 
cement arch bridge like the one on 
Gaetz Ave. South. 

A fairly thorough discussion of the 
both proposals followed.

ROTARY DISCUSSES 
ROAD IMPROVEMENT 


At the weekly luncheon of the Rot- 
ary Club, on Monday, in the McBride 
Hotel, under the presidency of W. E. 
Lord, the members listened to an in- 
teresting and able address on road 
impravement by Mr. C. H. Grant, K.C., 
of Edmonton. 

Mr. C. A. McAllister was received 
as a new member under the Classifica- 
tion of life insurance. 

Dr. Sanders made a special appeal 
to the members to register their sup- 
port to the by-law for the protection 
of the scenic features of Waskasoo 
Park. 

Mr. C. H. Grant, Edmonton, vice- 
president of the Edmonton Auto and 
Good Roads Association, then spoke 
to the gathering on the matter of road 
improvement. He dealt with the his- 
tory of roads and their development 
right from the early Biblical and his- 
torical times up to the present day, 
pointing out that in every case a 
country and its development was 
praised or condemned by the condition 
of its roads. Good roads spelled pros- 
perity, bad roads misery; without the 
roads it was impossible to market 
farm produce economically or conduct 
any other general business between 
urban and rural centres. He quoted 
statistics showing how the United 
States spent $1,300,000,000 on pleasure 
trips every year, of which amount 
about $156,000,000 had come to Can- 
ada in the past year. Canada, stated 
Mr. Grant, and Alberta especially could 
double or treble the amount received 
as their share of the amount of thia 
expenditure, provided they would 
capitalize their scenery. Alberta, in 
this case, would receive the greater 
share, for without a doubt the scen- 
ery of Alberta only needed to be ex. 
tolled and good roads built to attract 
the American men of leisure and 
others looking for opportunities, who 
would come here in their thousands. 
An auto camp was started in Edmon- 
ton last year and no expense had 
been spared in making it up-to-date 
in every respect. The camp has been 
enlarged this year owing to the num- 
ber of visitors and it is expected that 
more acreage will have to be added 
next yeur to take care of the ever. 
increasing flow of American tourists 
who are coming in. These tourists 
have all been brought in by road im- 
provement and 80% of them are land- 
seckers. It was apparent, therefore, 
that good roads are of firet importance 
in order to attract outsiders, and thus 
increase population, which Alberta so 
badly needs. Road = {improvement 
meant “service” (the motto of Rot- 
ary) to the public, to the country and 
to the province. He appealed to Red 
Deer Rotarians to do all they possibly 
could toward helping on the work of 


road improvement in Alberta, for the 
sake of the province. ite business pro: 
gress and prosperity.

is burn-d between Calgary and Field, 
considerably less being needed on the 
return journey, owing to the grades 
being all favorable after Stephen. 

It is after Banff that the real moun- 
tain section of the line may be reck- 
oned as entered on and the train is 
pinned closer and closer among the 
great peaks, on whose eides things like 
the 150ft. square cave which can be 
seen between Banff and Lake Louise, 
look like small trap doors in the 
mountains. 

Lake Louise was reached at 1:25 
and here a second engine wae at- 
tached in front to assist in taking the 
train over the steep five miles to tho 
summit at Stephen. The assisting en- 
gine was No. 6806, a huge engine with 
a single pair of leading wheels, ten 
coupled driving wheele of very small 
diameter, and a pair of trailing wheels. 
These engines are used for the heavy 
work among the mountains for which 
they are admirable, but they have too 
small wheels for anything approach: 
ing to real express passenger work. 
They are oil-burning and have vesti- 
bule cabs, which means cabs wholly 
enclosed with doors and windows and 
which can be shut so as to keep out 
the cold -much more completely than 
the-ordinary cabs. 

The two engines took the train out 
of Lake Louise and began their heavy 
climb. It is sometimes asked how 
it is possthle to tell, when two engines 
are hauling a train, whether each of 
them is doing ite fair share of the 
work. The answer appears to be that 
an experienced engineer can tell at 
once from the way in which his en- 
gine is running whether it is really 
pulling its load, and can also judge 
accurately enough from watching the 
other engine whether it also is exert- 
ing the correct amount of power. The 
question does not seem to be of as 
much importance in Canada as in 
Great Britain, because of the different 
conditions under which assisting en- 
gines are used in the two countries. 
In Canada it may be said that two 
engines are used only over very heavy 
grades, where under no circumstances 
is high speed expected, and with loads 
which call for the utmost exertion 
from both engines. In Great Britain, 
on the other hand, two engines are 
often used on trains running at the 
very highest speeds over comparative- 
ly level sections of line. This is not 
so common now ase it used to be a 
few years ago, when some of the lead- 
ing lines, such as the North-Western, 
Midland and Caledonian, habitually 
used a second engine, or a pilot as it 
is called there, on their very fastest 
trains. On such occasions it did 
sometimes happen that one or other 
of the engines could not reach the 
speed of the other and became, in- 
stead of an assistance, something like 
a burden. ¢ 

It ia only five miles from Lake 
Louise to Stephen, where the second 
engine was taken off. Stephen is at 
the Great Divide, where the C. P. R. 
have erected their dramatic little dis- 
play of the waters flowing from a 
common source and dividing, cne 
stream to the Pacific, the other to the 
lakes of Manitoba and eventually via 
Hudson Bay to the Atlantic Ocean. 
At Stephen there were still patches of 
snow lying almost alongside the line, 
and the mountaine carried snow in 
large belts little above the level of 
the line. 

From Stephen the swift drop down 
into the Kicking ‘Horse valley begins. 
Once the train was well started, steam 
was shut off the engine and from then 
on to Field there was very little oc- 
casion to use it again. On the con- 
trary, the brakes were constantly in 
requisition to check the heavy train 
down the grades. It is not very easy 
to keep one’s attention on engine 
working when one is passing through 
the section of country between the 
Great Divide and Field. ‘There are 
such beautiful things as Lake Wapta 
with its rustic looking camp on the 
other side. There is the tumbling 
blue-green water of the Kicking Horse 
rushing alongside the train at differ- 
ent points. There is the splendid 
view of the Yoho valley and the Kick- 
ing Horse valley lying away below, 
with the*railway line, at its different 
levels, appearing and disappearing on 
the side of the mountains. 

Once started down the grade from 
Stephen, the engine Ifire was allowed 
to ease off, and instead of the roar- 
ing greedy sea of flames licking up 
to the roof of the fire-box there was 
a comparatively still quiet bed of 
flame which allowed one to get an 
iiiea of the size and shape of the fire- 
box For any person who wants to 
get a really vivid idea of at least one 
famous Scriptural story—that of the 
three Jews cast into the fiery furnace 
by the King of Babylon—a glimpse 
into a locomotive fire-box when the 
engine is going up a really heavy 
grade is about the most instructive 
lesson possible. 

The train was now getting near the 
famous Spiral tunnels and the lights 
in the engine cab were turned on. 
The tunnel loomed up in front and 
in another moment the engine had 
plunged out of the sunlight into the 
dark. A ghostly grey suggestion of 
steam passing back over the cab top. 
the gleam of the lights over the 
gauges in the cab, and the slow, heavy 
and doom-like resounding beat of the 
engine bell in the enclosed space of 
the tunnel, are the impressions out- 
etanding from a first passage through 
these great tunnels, on the engine. 
Out again in the sunlight, the moun- 
tains seemed threateningly overhang: 
ing and away higher up could be seen 
the engine which had assisted the 
train up the bank to Stephen, now 
slowly following the train down to 
Field, while much closer at hand now 
the waters of the Yoho looked like a 
flood of cream instead of what they 
are at present, mainly mud.

The run from Calgary to Field was 
made on the famous Trans-Canada 
train, the pride of the C.P.R. passen- 
ger department. This train leaves 
Calgary at 9:40 a.m. and is allowed 
4 hours and 50 minutes for the jour.

; be remembered that for approximately 
H the first 123 miles of this journey the 
| train has to climb steadily uphill, and

The engine 

i on the occasion in question was No. 
575 belonging to the D.9c class, that 

, is an engine with a leading four- 

t wheeled bogie truck and 6 coupled 
driving wheels of about 5 ft. 3 in, di- 
ameter. This particular engine has 
been converted for gome years from 
a coal-burning to an oil-burning en- 
gine, and it may be mentioned as an 

i interesting point that the oil used 

i on this trip was local oil from the 
Alberta field. The train consisted of 
eight all-steel coaches, very heavy 

P stock, and one open observation car 

i in the rear of the train. 

} The work of a fireman on an oil- 
burning engine is infinitely easier than 
that of a (fireman on a coal-burner. 
The oil is continuously sprayed into 
the fire-box by mechanical means and 
the fireman need only watch his pres: 
sure gauge to see that steam is keep- 

i ing up to the required pressure in 

order to know that his flre is getting 

the necessary amount of oil. He can, 
of course, regulate the flow of the oil 
to suit the needs of the fire. From 
time to time he takes steps to clear 
the fire tubes of the engine from any 
chemical accumulation deposited from 
the oil, and this is done in the fol- 
lowing way: He has at the back of 

} the engine cab or front of the tender 

H an iron box full of dry sand from 
which he takes a certain amount in a 
scoop, which looks like a gigantic edi 

I tion of a sugar scoop. Then he puts 
i on his steam blast in the furnace and 
i opens a small round door in the back 
{ of the fire-box, only a few inches in 
. diameter. The blast of air from the 
{ back of the fire-box to the front where 
the fire tubes open into the fire-box is 
so strong that when the sand-filled 
scoop ié put to the small round door 
the sand is at once drawn swiftly out 
of it and carried into the fire tubes 
where it scours out the chemicals and 
so cleans the tubes and allows the 
fiery air from the furnace to pass 
freely along them and keep the steam 
in the boiler at full pressure. 

Although No. 575 is not one of the 
company’s largest nor most recent en 
gines, having been built some twenty: 
five years or so ago, it is an excellent 
type of engine and soon had the train 
going in good style up the grade to 
the west. Roughly speaking, a epeed 
of from 35 to 40 miles an hour must 
be maintained on the more moderate 
sections of this piece of line in order 
to keep time, and it is the particular 
pride of the company that at all costs 
{ the Trans-Canada must keep to her 
} scheduled time. That time is calcu 
: lated not on any tremendous speeds at 
| any points but on a high general aver 
age of speed kept up so far as is pos 
sible all along the route. 

On the easier parts of the grade 
there was little need for Engineer Me 
Nab to touch his engine at all. Very 
occasionally slight adjustmente of the 
throttle or the valve gear were all 
that was needed but on the steep sec- 
tions like the Aldersyde bank, more 
power was needed and the engine, like 
a horse answering to the spur, an- 
swered to the increased demand with 
an effort which could be at once felt 
in the cab 

Morley, on the Indian reserve, was 
the first stop, and water was taken at 
this point and fresh train orders re- 
ceived. The engine is a fine place 
from which to watch the scenery of 
the line, which is so fine on this sec- 
tion as the train leaves the rolling 
foothille and begins to get in amongst 
the mountains proper. On the Indian 
reserve at one point a few Indian 
tepees were standing in a little hollow 
among the low hills, close to the line, 
while in contrast to these survivals 
from cold days the Banff motor high- 
t way, running close to the railway line, 
earried a number of cars which seemed 
to be making an effort to keep up with 
or beat the train on its way weet. 

At The Gap, a stop was made to 
cross the Toronto express and in a 
minute or two she appeared and cama 
racing up, with the engine leaping and 
lurching in the surprising wav. en- 
gines do leap and lurch if watched as 
they approach, even on excellent road- 
heds. She rushed past and the Trans- 
Canada resumed the journey, gettin2 
quickly into the National Park. Four 
elk were on the line in front of the 
train. but after running before it for 
a minute or so, they turned off and 
hounded away into the woods. The 
buffalo and deer in their enclosures ‘it 
Ban took no notice of the passing 
train which pulled up at Banff at 12.17, 
water being again taken Lere. 

As far as the oil supply {s concerned, 
there Is no need to take oil on the

Engine No. 575 does' not get a lopg 
rest on this run, for. after a mero haif- 
hour,, it takes’ on the :Trans-Canada 
going in the opposite direction, and 
etarts back to Calgary. 

The return journey from Field was 
made on the engine of Train No. 2, 
the eastbound Imperial Limited, leav- 
ing Field shortly after 7 p.m. IJmme- 
diately before the train came in, the 
engines, which were to take. it out of 
Field, passed through the station to 
wait at the east end for the train. 
Two engines are always needed for a 
train of any great weight on the very 
heavy grade from Field to Stephen. 
On this occasion the engines were No. 
6803 in front, another of the huge ten- 
coupled oil burners, such as had acted 
as assistant engine to the Trans-Can- 
ada in the morning, while the train 
engine was No 2707, one of the fa- 
miliar and fine express passenger en- 
gines of the C.P.R., belonging to the 
Pacific type, that is, a four-wheeled 
bogie in front, six coupled wheels of 
about 6 ft. 1 in. diameter and a single 
pair of trailing wheels. This engine 
works at a pressure of 200 lbs. to the 
square inch as compared with the 190 
Ibs. that engine No. 675, which has 
been described on the other run, 
works at. No. 2707 is a coal-burning 
engine, which made it possible to 
make a comparison of the work of the 
two types over the same length of 
line. The weight of such an engine is 
approximately 97 tons in working or- 
der, and the tender (when full of 
water and coal) weighs about 87 tons. 
a totat of 184 tons (Ameriran tons), 
equal to 153 British tons. This weight 
may be compared with the 148 tons 
(British) of the latest express e..- 
gines on the London & North-Eastern 
railway of Great Britain, which are 
the heaviest engines at present in that 
country. 

The train on this evening was a 
heavy one, totalling eleven coaches. 
From the start the difference between 
the work of the fireman on the coal. 
burning engine, as compared with the 
oil burner, was very evident. The 
demand on the steaming qualities of 
an engine up such a grade with such 
a train is very heavy, and the firernan 
was kept busy heaping coal into the 
furnace, which means a really consid- 
erable physical effort as compared 
with the duty of the fireman on the 
oil-burner sitting quietly in his place 
and controlling the lever of the oil- 
feeding apparatus, which needs only 
constant watchfulness. The furnace 
of the engine when being worked at 
a considerable pressure up a grade is 
an awesome thing to look into and the 
heat that leaps out of it, as the doors 
are opened, is savage in its intensity. 
It is naturally impossible to get any- 
thing like speed up on such a steep 
grade. The engines labor up it with 
deep, heavy pants. If one listens to 
these they can be heard to indicate 
the difference in the size of the driv- 
ing wheels of the two engines, the 
assisting engine, with its very small 
driving wheels panting or puffing at a 
swifter rate than the express engine 
with its larger wheels. 

After a few minutes of climbing, tne 
spiral tunnels were looming ahead, 
and the Engineer Graham offered the 
writer the use of his handkerchief, a 
courteous offer which was not, for the 
moment, fully appreciated. In ordin- 
ary railway tunnels passengers in 
the coaches, who are over-fastidious, 
can sometimes be seen holding a hand- 
kerchief over their nostrils to keep 
out the fumes, which has always, to 
the writer, seemed a rather superflu- 
ous precaution, and he, therefore, 
thought that this offer of the engineer 
was merely a kindly tribute to a 
green hand. This was a very distinct 
mistake. Ags the tunnel came near, 
Fireman Bruce closed the windows 
and doors of the cab. Engine No. 2707 
hae one of the vestibule cabs referred 
to earlier, which can be pretty well 
closed against the weather, and it 
was now shut up as tight as possible, 
while Engineer Graham expressively 
warned the writer of what ‘was com 
ing by saying that “the first tunne! is 
purgatory; the second {e hell.” After 
trying then there is no inclination to 
quarrel with the description. Comine 
down grade into Field, on the oll 
burning engine, with hardly any steam 
on at any point in the tunnels, and 
with only one engine, is an entirely 
different matter from going up grado 
on the second of two heavily laboring 
engines. In the first instance there 
ig no trace of fumes and no heat worth 
mentioning. In the second instance, 
the moment the engine entered the 
tunnel the heat from the fire-box 
seemed to leap all through the cab, 
which, being closely shut up, offered 
no escape for it. The cab, therefore. 
became intensely, almost dreadfu -y, 
hot, and in at the openings, which 
still remained at the back of the cab, 
came pouring the fumes from the lead- 
ing engine, of which the second en- 
gine gets the full benefit. To one 
unused to this, there is something 
distinctly unpleasant—to put it mildly 
—in the feeling of being shut into 
the small space with the terrible Feat 
beating on one, and the sight of the 
engineer and fireman, with pads 
pressed closely over their mouths and 
nostrils reminded one of the early 
gas attacks in the war. The first 
tunnel was short, comparatively, and 
as soon as the engine was out of it, 
the doors and windows were thrown 
open and the cool air rushed in. But 
{in another few minutes the second 
tunnel loomed up and everything was 
closed again. This tunnel is longer 
than the first, which suggested to the 
engineer his picturesque comparison 
of the two to purgatony and hell. 
Timed rather uncertainly, with a 
watch, It took a little more than two 
minutes to pass through the second 
tunnel, but two minutes in euch cir- 
cumstances can seem quite a long 
time, for “in hell the wings of time 
beat heavily.” However, the daylight 
and cool air came again in due course, 
and from the height now reached it 
was possible to look down into the 
valley and see in the now fading licht 
the gleaming headlight of the engine 
on tke second section of the train 
just starting out of Field on the long 
climb up the mountain. Passengers 
in comfortable coaches, who sit back 
and speak of the wonder of these 
spiral tunnels through the heart of 
the mountains, might occasionally 
give a thought to the men on the 
engines who, as a mere matter of 
ordinary daily routine, face what can- 
not be, even to those well used to it, 
an enjoyable experience when taking 
their trains through the tunnele. When 
one remembers that the great Con- 
naught tunnel, farther west, takes 20 
minutes to pass through, one can ma- 
gine what it might be like on the en- 
gine; but in that case the trains are 
taken by one engine only, and it is 
the second engine and not the first 
which gets the really bad time of it 
in the tunnel, The eight of the old 


ever- conducted..over:.the C.P.R;,; for 
it-is.a truly terribly steep one, and 
only by.the expenditure of great care 
and’ much engine power could tho 
trains have been handled over it suc- 
cessfully. . 

‘ A couple of deer leaped off the line 
as'the train got near the summit. The 
wild animals must get fairly well ac- 
customed to the trains passing, for 
they do not seem to be in any great 
hurry to get out of the way and seem 
to take quite a placid interest in 
watching the monster rush past then 
at quite close quarters. Only a little 
farther on a porcupine just escaped 
destruction at the last moment. The 
porcupine is said to be afraid of not© 
ing and to be a most fractious iudi- 
vidual ‘when interfered with. How- 
ever, he evidently decided that even 
his barbed tail was not enough to 
deal with a CJP.R. engine, for he 
shuffled off the line with about a foot 
to spare. Sometimes bears are seen 
quite close to the line but none ap- 
peared on this occasion. 

Stephen was reached at 9:15; 50 
; minutes having been occupied on the 
14-mile climb from Field. When the 
height of the ascent is realized, this 
time is quite creditable to the engines, 
especially with the loadé they have to 
haul up it. At Stephen the assisting 
engine was dropped and No. 2707 took 
the train on alone. From Stephen to 
Calgary the grades are almost wholly 
favorable and a considerable part of 
the way is run with very little steam, 
while the fire is allowed to die down 
considerably, though the steam pres: 
sure je kept to its usual level of 200 
Ibs. At Lake Louise water was taken. 
Mention might be made of the ex- 
treme precision with which. the engi- 
neers bring their heavy trains to a 
stop exactly at the point where the 
tender water-intake is opposite tc tke 
spout of the water tank. It seems 
simple but, like most simple seeming 
things, it means experience an skill. 

A trainman came along with a re. 
queet for the steam heat to be turned 
on to the coaches, as night had fallen 
and the air was getting chilly among 
the mountains. This supply of steam 
heat to the coaches naturally ‘nakes 
a further demand on the engine boiler. 
In summer, when only a small pres- 
sure of steam is needed to heat the 
carriages, the demand is not great, 
but in winter when the extreme cold 
calls for a high pressure of steam 
heat, it means. quite a considerable 
addition to the fireman’s task to keep 
his engine pressure at the proper level 
and at the same time supply the 
coaches with what they need. 

Night having fallen, the engine head- 
light was turned on and lit up the 
track ahead. It is reckoned that these 
headlights should light the track for 
a@ quarter of a mile ahead, but as with 
all such artificial lights, it depends 
on what sort of object is on the track 
as to how clearly the headlight will 
show it up. Something in neutral col- 
ors would be hard to see and a rock, 
fallen on the track, if of the same 
general hue as the track ballast, must 
be difficult to pick up by the light of 
the engine headlight. Just as hap- 
pens with motor cars, some animals 
get on the railroad track and once 
within the light of the engine seem to 
feel themselves unable to break out 
of it into the surrounding darkness, 
Several deer in this way got onto the 
track, but fortunately for themselves 
broke through the light screen before 
they were overtaken, and bounded 
away into the night. ~ 

It grew quite cold as night wore on, 
especially as a strong wind was blow- 
ing. The closing of the cab doors 
and partial closing of the windows, 
however, made a great difference, and 
the cab became a very comfortable 
place with the light from the furnace 
glowing on its sides and roof. The 
eky was quite clear and against it 
the mass of the mountains showed up 
Pitch black, while away to the north- 
east the sky was lit by flashes of light- 
ning betokening a summer storm in 
that direction. 

The train was running well on iime, 
and on the easv grades no demand 
had to be made on the engine, which 
slid eaeily into Calgary at its ap- 
pointed time, and brought a very en- 
joyable run to an end. 

The thanks of “The News” are due 
to ali the C P.R. officials concerned in 
making this run possible and most 
pleasant—to Mr. Fraine. Divisional 
Superintendent at Calgary, who gave

Touche’s orchestra very kindly fur- 
nished the music, and after the con- 
clusion of the dinner there was a short 
musical program in which Miss Coch- 
ran, Miss Ramsay, Miss Grace For- 
tune, Mr. Rhind and Mr. Calder took 
part and gave a great pleasure to 
the audience asaembled. 

Mr. Craig gave a very interesting 
address upon hfs recent trip to Japan 
in connection with trade expansion.

Brereton, V.C., 8th Bat- 
talion—‘“For most conspicuous bray- 
ery during an attack, when a line of 
hostile machine guns opened fire sud- 
denly on hig platoon, which was in an 
exposed position, and no cover avail- 
able. This gallant N.C.O. at once ap- 
preciated the critical situation and 
realized that unless something was 
done at once, the platoon would be 
annihilated. On hie own initiative, 
without a moment’s delay, and alone, 
he sprang forward and reached one 
of the hostile machine gnn_ posts, 
where he shot the man operating the 
machine gun and bayonetted the next 
one who attempted to operate it, 
petenpar nine others surrendered to 

m. 

“Cpl. Brereton's action was a splen- 
did example of resource and bravery, 
and not only undoubtedly saved many 
of his comrades’ lives, gut ‘also in- 
spired his platoon to charge and cap- 
ture the five remaining posts.”—Lon- 
don Gazette, No. 30992, dated 27-9-18.

forgot about the hard name he had, 
you only remembered he had been at 
school with you in the bygone days 
of youth, and memory got. busy. Did 
he remember when some feilow rut 
cohblers’ rcein on the seat of Fro, 
Bonn’s (the French master’s) chair 
and stuck him there? Was he there 
the night when some of the hoys got 
& rope on one of the shooting gal- 
leries at the spring fair and pulled it 
in the burn to even up on some of the 
show people for licking some of the 
é6chool boys? Wasn't there a row 
when some of the boys broke into 
Dion’s desk and cut: his tawse up he- 
causts he had used them to lick poor 
daft Jock, and so on. The sight of 
that once bad boy brought back a 
flood. of early recollections of pranks 
and fun and the dreads and fears of 
boyhood. 

In those days how you had longed 
to be a man and free from the dai.yv 
dread of expected lickings for in- 
differently learnt lessons. I was often 
told I would find my school days the 
happiest period of my life. I certainly 
have not: I can still remember, and 
it is over 40 years since I left echool, 
the terror with which I entered the 
classrooms each morning. We had 
tive hours school each day, each hour 
with a different master. The masters 
did not teach us as in the Canadian 
schoola; we were given so much preps 
(home-work they call it here), and the 
master’s task was to bamboozle us 
with questions into making mistakes, 
so he had a legitimate excuse for lick- 
ing us because we had not learnt our 
lessons. Bach master saw we had 
plenty of his particular line to get up. 
What the other four had or were going 
to do to us did not deter him from 
being liberal with the amount of prep 
he handed out. We had five hours of 
school and from 7 to 9, or two hours, 
in which to do the prep for those five 
hours. This will make it apparent 
what joy there was in “school days’ 
happy hours.” ‘Well, anyway, we had 
Saturday to ourselves, but on Saturday 
morning the matron came along and 
filled ue up with salts and senna or 
brimstone and treacle to clear our sys- 
tems for the next week, and the joy 
of Saturday was gone. You say there 
still was Sunday. Oh, yes, sure. In 
the morning we went to the kirk. In 
our burg there were the Auld Kirk, 
the Free Kirk, the U.P. Kirk and the 
English chapel. The chapel (Catho- 
lic), Methodist church and Baptist 
church were not represented. In the 
three kirke the services were identical 
and the same weary duration. The 
parson had several minor skirmishes 
with the Almighty, each lasting some 
ten minutes, but the long prayer was 
the big battle and lasted three-quar- 
ters of an hour. Then came the ser- 
mon, which lasted an hour and a half. 
It wae divided into heads, these again 
being subdivided; the heads were fol- 
lowed by lastly, finally, and in conclu- 
sion. By the time the parson had dis- 
sected his text and threshed the whole 
thing out to his satisfaction the un- 
fortunate small boy was done to a 
turn. An attempt was made to keep 
the smaller kids awake by feeding 
them pungent peppermint lozenges. 
After dinner we were lined up and our 
trials began again, for we were expect- 
‘ed to disgorge the skeleton of the 
sermon with a few of its salient points. 
To this was added some shorter cate- 
chism, e@ome verses of Scripture and 
some stanzas of the Psalms in metre. 
We were then allowed to go for a 
limited walk on the road, sauntering 
through the woods or by the river 
was irreligious; as for whistling or 
any sign of joy on the Sabbath! that 
was a sure eign of a traveller on the 
broad road that leadeth to destruc- 
tion. Returned from our walk, we 
were allowed to read the “Leisure 
Hour” or some religious periodical or 
book. How I blessed Captain Marry- 
at when I found he had written a book 
called “The “Mission,” about adven- 
tures in South Africa. When asked 
what book I had I would nonchalantly 
reply “Oh, it’s called “The Mission,” 
it’e about South Africa.” The name 
passed it as religious. In the evening 
we had kirk again, only not such a 
lengthy ordeal as the forenoon, as 
people had to go to bed some time. 

When about twelve years old, I visit- 
ed in my father’s native parts, in the 
borders between Midlothian and Ber- 
wick. On Sunday we drove some ten 
miles in a gig to the kirk, for a couple 
of houre before we started carts were 
passing with shepherds and farm 
hands going to the services: some of 
them started at 6 a.m. to be in time. 
The congregation was mostly farmers 
and shepherds who came long dis- 
tances. No self-respecting Scotsman 
of that day would have considered 
the Sabbath complete without two ser- 
vices. When the ‘first sermon was 
finished at 1:30, they sang a Psalm 
and the parson gave out another text 
and got busy on the second sermon. 
You see, these folks could not go home 
and return for an evening service, so 
the two were combined and the kirk 
“sealed” somewhere near 5 p.m., 
evenyone happy and filled up with two 
sermons. What do you think of that? 
Think of the joys of the Sabbath for 
the average boy. From 10 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m.—one solid chunk of praying 
and ‘preaching interspersed with vocal 
renderings of the Psalms of David in 
meter unaccompanied by any inetru- 
mental aids. What would our present- 
day church-goers say to it; now they 
kick if the parson exceedr fifteen min- 
utes for his sermon and have to be 
induced to-enter the church with spe- 
cial music, ete.

BOOK COLUMN 


OUT OF THE BLUE 
By “Sapper” - 

“Sapper” is distinctly a product of 
the Great War. His heroes are either 
soldiers or, in his post-war books, ex- 
His ideals, his standards, 
are the ideals and standards of a sol- 
dier, and of the particular type of 
soldier which filled the armies of the 
Empire from 1914 to 1918. For this 


reason, his books are of special in- 


terest to ex-army men. He speaks 
their language. ¢ 

The present book is only a partial 
exception. Two of the best stories, 
“The Strange Passing of Pierre,” and 
“The Downfall of Young Thompson,” 
are closely connected with the wur. 
“The Porterhouse Steak” is the story 
of an ex-eoldier, and of the others 
most of the heroes are of the same 
type. Yet this book may mark a trans- 
{tional stage for several of the stories 
deal with subjects somewhat different 
from anything we have hitherto as- 
sociated with ‘Sapper.’ We might 
mention “A Funny Little Man,” and 
“The Missing Line.” 

There are few literary tasks more 
difficult than the production of a really 
good short stony. Without wasting 
undue time on long-winded descrip- 
tions, the author must bring out his 
characters in clear relief, carry them 
through an interesting and dramatic 
episode, and bring his narrative to 
a definite and satisfactory conc.usion 
He must do all this within the com- 
pass of a few pages. To realize how 
seldom this is really done well, one 
has only to read critically the cur- 
rent magazines. . 

The average of the present book Is 
extremely high. Out of thirteen stories, 
five or six are very good, several 
others are better than medium, and 
only one or two descend to the current 
magazine level. 

We think perhaps the beet thing in 
the book is “The Strange Passing of 
Pierre.” The author's gradual recog- 
nition in the demented French pvas- 
ant of the gallant Colonel Manley, 
listed as “miseing” since the German 
drive in '18, is splendidly handled. It 
reminds one of some of the best of 
De Maupaseant. The reader’s interest 
is finely held in “The Missing Line.” 
This represents a play rehearsed and 
actually produced with the last line 
unknown to both the company and the 
producer How the missing line was 
supplied provides a most dramutic 
denouement. "Bulton’s Revenge” is 
rather far-fetched, though the method 
of telling the story is excellent; “Co- 
incidence” we refuse utterly to credi:; 
and “Uncle James’ Golf Match,” the 
author's one attempt at farce, ia a 
dismal failure. “The Porterhouse 
Steak,” on the other hand, where 
pathos is the motif, is extremely well 
done. 

However, you may not like the 
stories we do, at all, or if you do, it 
may be for different reasons. But if 
you are fond of short stories we are 
quite sure you will like some of these.

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THE BY-LAWS VOTE 


As recorded in another part, of this 
issue, the money by-laws submitted to 
the burgesses on Monday last failed 
to carry by a wide margin of votes. 
While not feeling very strongly on 
the subject, on the whole we some- 
what regret the verdict. We are will- 
ing to be guided very largely in such 
matters by our duly appointed repre- 
sentatives and officers—the Commis- 
Sioners and the Council. We believe 
that these men combine a knowledge 
of municipal probleme superior to that 
of the average citizen with a zeal for 
the best interests of the city at least 
equal to that of any ratepayer. The 
purchase of the Addison Heights land 
was perhaps a matter of mere opinion, 
but in the case of the bridge we be- 
lieve the voters would have done well 
to have been guided by their accredit- 
ed representatives. The defeat of 
this latter by-law will necessitate the 
continued closing of the bridge for 
vehicular traffic, and, while the in- 
convenience will probably be slight, 
it does not look well for a city to de- 
Jay in repairing civic dilapidations. 

When all this is said, however, “The 
News” feels considerable sympathy 
with those citizens who feel that ex- 
penditure must be restricted in every 
possible way. We impute nothing but 
honorable motives to those who op- 
posed these by-laws. It is a ‘bealthy 
sign when citizens look searchingly 
into every suggestion involving addi- 
tional expenditure. Gone are the 
days (may they never return) when 
it wae regarded as a mark of intelli- 
gent progressiveness to pledge indi- 
vidual and civic credit to the limit. 
With this new spirit of caution and 
enquiry in the West, the follies of 
“boom” days will be gradually re- 
paired, while necessary measurees, if 
clearly brought before the voters, will 
not be long delayed.

THE POOLS AND MR. PETEET 


Red Deer heard three speeches last 
week from Mr. W. H. Peteet on the 
subject of the dairy, poultry and live- 
stock pools now in course of organiza- 
tion in the province. They were good 
speeches, well delivered, and the 
principles laid down in them were 
entirely admirable. It is merely com- 
monsense to say that the farmers will 
profit by the organization of their in- 
dustry on its marketing side. It is 
beyond denial that the present posi- 
tion is something not far removed 
from chaos, in which every farmer 
fights for hig own hand without knowl- 
edge of marketing or the means of 
using such knowledge if he had it. 
The means of improvement suggested 
by Mr. Peteet seem quite sound and 
likely to produce results of benefit 
to the farmers joining the pools. Mr. 
Peteet met one objection which is 
often raised to dairy pools—that milk 
cannot be preserved and left on hand 
like grain. He met it by suggesting 
that it was essential that the dairy- 
men should manufacture butter which 
under modern conditions can be ‘pre- 
served and sold in markets at almost 
unlimited distances. On the whole, 
Mr. Peteet made a good case for the 
pools and yet with it all his speeches 
were a ttttle disappointing. There 
Was about them a suggestion of “spe- 
cial pleatiag,” that is the pleading of 
the advocate engaged to win a case, 
not to conduct a dispassionate exaini- 
nation of 4 difficult problem. Possibly 
this was inevitable, since, if we are 
not misttken, Mr. Peteet was brought 
here to plead the case for the poois; 
but, none the less, it was regrettable, 
for the pool question is unfortunately 
not a matter on which there is no 
room for difference of opinion Its 
principles are admirable, as has been 
suggeeted above. In theory there is 
hardly a word to be uttered against it. 
Its practical realization igs another 
thing altogether. It may possibly be 
compared to the question of world 
peace, which in theory is so entirely 
admirable, and in practice is so des- 
perately hard to attain. That, of 
course, does not mean that the at- 
tempt to organize the pool system 


should be abandoned any more than: 


the attempt to attain world peace. It 


does, however, mean that the attempt, 
should not be made light-heartedly or and 


‘without a full recognition of the facts 


of the situation and the practical dif: | 
ficulties that will have to be met] 


with. 

For this reason it seems to hea pity 
that Mr. Peteet did not attempt, so 
far as we know, to suggest to his 
audiences such things as the reasons

ly abandoned. It would have been of 
interest aleo to know the percentage 
of failures in the United States pools 
as compared with the successes, while 
an explanation might have been given 
of the stories of sheer terrorism in 
signing-up campaigns which are told 
of one of the most successful of the 
avestern American pools. The pool 


idea is so sound in itself that it can 
and ought to face all criticism In 
order to get rid of possible obstacles, 
and not merely glide over them with 
vague statements that they may pos- 
sibly exist. Perhaps the pool orga- 
nizers will deal with such questions 
in the course of their campaign. They 
can be assured that this paper will 
give them all the publicity they want 
if they wish to deal with them in the 
press. The success of the pools 
should be for the benefit of the farm- 
ers as a whole. Their failure ‘will 
discourage further attempts in the 
same direction. It would be well to 
look at the difficulties at once and sug- 
gest the meang to overcome them in- 
stead of leaving it to the opponents 
of the pools to suggest difficulties and 
suggest further that they cannot be 
overcome. The main difficulty seems 
to be human nature. Can it be edu- 
cated out of the groove of individual- 
ism into that of co-operation? That 
seems to be the real essential prob- 
lem of the pools.

AMUNDSEN’S RETURN 
FROM THE POLE 


After an absence of approximately 
a month, Amundsen and his party are 
all safe back at Spitzbergen. In the 
last fortnight anxiety for their safety 
had increased greatly, und there was 
fear that the relief expeditions might 
not be able to reach them until too 
late, or might find that some disaster 
had befallen them, putting them be- 
yond all possibility of effective aid. 
It seems that they did not reach the 
Pole, and it also seems that the physi- 
cal conditions in the polar regions 
are such as to make exploration by 
aeroplane hazardous in the extreme, 
owing to the virtual impossibility of 
finding an available landing place 
among the rugged ice masses. Storms, 
too, swift in their coming, and of 
great intensity, sweep over these re- 
gions and to such storms the aero- 
plane is at present exceedingly vul- 
nerable. It cannot yet ride out a 
storm, ag a ship can, and then go on 
when fairer weather has come. In 
this respect the airship is perhaps 
better fitted for such an expedition, 
though i:, too, cannot be called the 
best of beavy weather craft. The 
time may come when the aeroplane 
and the airship have made such ad- 
vances as to add to their speed the 
other qualities needed for meeting the 
specially rigorous Arctic conditions. 
In the meantime, everyone will be 
thankful that a gallant attempt has 
not involved fatal consequences for 
the men who made it. At the same 
tim2, there may be a certain amount 
of woriler whether any possible sci- 
entific results can be attained com- 
mensurate to the risks and expense 
of euch expeditions, and also how 
strange a thing is human nature, 
that appears to find an undying fas- 
cination in the conquest of difficulty 
and the penetration of the unknown. 
It may be that these are the very 
qualities which set men above the 
beasts and give them a claim to some 
essential never-fading spark of some- 
thing that does not belong to this ma- 
terial earth. 
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A SPECIAL FLAG FOR CANADA 


The government has appointed a 
committee to consider the question of 
a special flag for Canada. There does 
not seem to be any particular reason 
why Canada should not have a special 
flag of her own if she really wants or 
needs one. The flag by general con- 
sent is the badge of a nation, and 
Canada ‘has claimed and been accord- 
ed, without demur, the status of nation- 
hood. Equally, there does not seem 
any reason why Canada should not 
be perfectly happy with the flag she 
always had, which is the British flag. 
It is a very glorious flag: all over the 
world it has been associated with vic- 
tony, with justice, and with freedom. 
It has meant and etill means peace 
for lands which knew no peace until 
that flag waved over it, freedom for 
nations which before its coming knew 
only the horror of the slave traffic, 
justice where justice never was_ be- 
fore. It might seem natural that Can- 
ada, whose citizens are overwhelming- 
ly British in their origin, could wish 
for nothing prouder than to claim for 
themselves the right, incommon with 
all parts of the Empire, to call the 
Union Jack their own flag, and to 
feel that all the great memories that 
cling around that flag are theirs as 
much as any others. 

However, that is apparently not the 
view of some Canadians. They want 
some symbol to emphasize the fact 
that they are now quite grown up, 
much as the son of the house wants 
a latch key and a calling card as soon 
as he gets a job that enables him to 
have a savings account and take the 
lady of his choice to the moving pic- 
ture theatre once a week. 

There are certain varieties of flag 
which can be distinctively Canadian 
yet be absolutely above criticism. 
Such is the old red ensign with the 
Canadian arms on the red ground. 
That flag contains the Union Jack, 
has ite own proud traditions, and yet 
allows of a distinctive badge express- 
ing the special unity of the Dominion. 
To Canadians abroad, say in London, 
the Canadian flag over the High Com- 
missioner's headquarters, is a sign 
that there they may look for epecial 
information of home and_ considera- 
tion for their special interests. 

If, however, there is any attempt to 
adopt an entirely new design for a 
Canadian flag in which the emphasis 
is laid not on imperial unity but on 
regional independence and separation, 
then it is to be sincerely hoped that 
there will be swift and determined op- 
position. It is conceivable that such

an original design might find not a 
little favor with the present Dominion 
government, whose record has been 
one of continuous and querulous in- 
sistence on the possession of the latch 
key” and calling card for the benefit 
mainly of our American neighbors, 
rather than of recognition of Canada’s 
possession of a joint share in the 
proud inheritance of an imperial race. 
If Canada is to have a special flag 
of her own, it is to be hoped that it 
will not carry on it any trumpery 
badge of Little Canadianism. 

‘One thing only has to be added: if 
it is correct that all six of the com- 
mittee appointed to select the new 
flag are Roman Catholics, the govern- 
ment has made a serious mistake. In 
such a matter even the suspicion of 
sectarian feeling should be guarded 
against. 

(Note: Since the above was written 
it has been announced that the gov- 
ernment has abandoned or at least 
postponed its project for the selection 
of a special flag in face of the evi- 
dence of strong opposition to the idea. 
This definite check to the anti-imper- 
ial tendencies of the government is 
to be welcomed. There is no credit 
to be given the government for the 
abandonment. It -merely indicates 
that they are “willing to wound but 
afraid to strike,” especially with an 
election looming up in the near 
future. 
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ECKVILLE HAPPENINGS 


A large and enthusiastic meeting 
was held on Thursday evening last, 
in the Liberty Hall, near Eckville, in 
the interest of the proposed provincial 
dairy, livestock, poultry and egg pools. 
About sixty people were present. Mr. 
J. E. Lundberg occupied the chair. 
The meeting was addressed by Mr. 
Nelson S. Smith, M.L.A. of Olds; Mr. 
A. C. Johnstone, of Clive, and Mr. G. 
H. Biggs, of Elnora. Mr. G. W. Smith, 
M.L.A., of Red Deer, was present, but 
did not speak. 

The dairy pool was the principal 
subject of discussion. Mr. Nelson 
Smith spoke in favor of the provincial 
pool. His arguments-might be sum- 
marized as followe: 

In 1924 our 89 creameries made 21.- 
000,000 pounds of butter while we 
know 25 well-equipped creameries cun 
make ‘50,000,000 pounds. The over- 
head is four times too big. It ig quite 
possible to place these 25 creameries 
where they can cover the whole prov- 
ince. The 89 creameriés produce such 
an unequai article that our ‘butter has 
a poor etanding on the British market. 
The competition for cream is carried 
on at a ruinous expense, which comes 
out of the price of butter-fat. This 
expense will continue until the pro- 
ducers contract with one another and 
operate only the creameries they need. 
The competition in selling butter is 
also carried on at heavy expense, 
which again comes out of the price of 
butter-fat. This expense will con- 
tinue until producere contract with 
one another and maintain only the 
selling agents they need. Centralized 
plants with volume of output can 
make a product fit to compete with 
the world’s best. 

Mr. A. C. Johnstone spoke with the 
authority derived from some experi- 
ence, as president of the Central AI- 
berta Dairy Producers’ Association, 
the only local contract pool in actual 
operation in the province. He stated 
that ‘his organization wae ready to 
market all its product through the 
provincial pool in a cross contract 
arrangement ag soon as the latter is 
ready for business; and the provincial 
pool, on this understanding, is not 
canvassing their territory. His orga- 
nization had been able to distribute 
a bonus of 2c per pound over and 
above market price on their first three 
months’ business, and lay aside a sub- 
stantial reserve. ‘With the experience 
gained, they were now doing better, 
their present profit after paying all 
expenses running to about 5c per 
pound. He did not believe in too much 
centralized contro]. A eystem of more 
or less autonomous local units with 
the provincial pool specializing on 
the mazvketing end would, he believed, 
produce the beet results. They would 
thus better retain the point of con- 
tact with the individual shippers. 
This, he thought, was an important 
point which was causing some diim- 
culty to the wheut pool, and was cren 
more necessary in the case of a com- 
modity like cream which had to be 
processed and was of a perishabie 
nature, 

Considerable discussion arose as to 
the advisability of pooling express 
rates. The eense of the meeting 
seemed to be that this was desirable, 
as Otherwise there would be a con- 
stant agitation for more creameries, 
which would tend to continue or ag- 
gravate one of the principal evils 
which the pool proposed to eliminate. 
It was not considered advisable, how- 
ever, to pool the efficiency of local 
management, but rather that the mem- 
bers of each unit should get the ben- 
efit of their own efficiency. 

A committee was formed to canvass 
the district for all three pools. 

There are a great many road gangs 
operating in this district at present.

The 
business men have not yet carefully 
studied the farmers’ problems but the 
farmers need the help of the business 
men. The old system of distribution 
is breaking down under pressure of 
the large concentrations of population 
in the great cities of modern civilized 
countries. This is not the fault of 
anyone in particular: it is the result 
of the gradually changed conditions 
which have made the spread between 
the price got by the farmer and that 
paid by the consumer too great.

In order to 
make a success of this, a knowledge 
of trade and commerce is needed as 
well as a knowledge of production. 
If the present knowledge of the farm- 
ers can be combined with the knowl- 
edge of the bankers and business men, 
the result will be for Western Canada 
an advance to an assured position of 
general prosperity. 

At the conclusion’ of Mr. Peteet’s 
speech, the chairman called on Mr. 
Claypole, M.L.A,, to make some re- 
marks. 

Mr. Claypool said that the farmers 
had been studying the probleme of 
their occupation and had decided that 
what was needed particularly was or- 
derly marketing, and as a result the 
wheat pool had been organized aad, 
after due consideration, it had been 
decided to organize the dairy, live- 
stock, and poultry pools. In each case 
a provisional board of directors had 
been selected from the local organiza- 
tions but the permanent boards would 
be elected by members of the pools. 
These pools would not be connected 
except in respect to the drive for mem- 
bership, for which purpose Mr. Pet- 
eet had been engaged in order to 
explain as widely as possible the prin- 
ciple of co-operation. Five hundred 
meetings were being arranged in :Al- 
berta in this connection, and in his 
opinion success was assured. There 
had been no marked opposition met 
with in the drive, except in some smal] 
districts. The success of the wheat 
pool had proved the merit of the co- 
operative idea. (Mr. Peteet’s meet- 
ings in town were intended to explain 
the farmers’ problems in relation to 
those of the business men, the details 
of co-operation, and the broad princi- 
ples of co-operation, its difficulties, 
its possible mistakes, and the lessons 
to be learned .from the mistakes. 
It was impossible to avoid all mis- 
takes and difficulties in co-operative 
marketing just as it was impossible to 
avoid them in farming or in business. 
The supporters of the co-operative 
movement want the community to 
study the problem and all to help so 
far ae possible.

Mr. Peteet said that he had come to 
give to the farmers of the West the 
benefit of some experience which he 
had of the working of co-operation in 
the United States. There has been 
some experience of it in Western Can- 
ada already, and there is a history of 
co-operation which is of value. The 
dairymen were the first to co-operate 
and the present wheat pool is ‘based 
on their experience. In 1876 the Dan- 
ish government sent a commission to 
the United States to look into the 
question of agricultural co-operation. 
The commission heard of a co-opera- 
tive scheme which was in force in 
the state of New York and after in- 
vestigating it they sent in a report 
to their government with regard to 
it, which report formed the basis for 
the system of co-operative marketing 
built up in Denmark. This system 
came back to the United States by 
way of ‘California, and has spread all 
over the States in one form or an- 
other. In that country there have 
been some failures but there has: al- 
ways been the will to go on again and 
make fresh attempts. In this the 
dairymen have ‘been most persistent. 
The United States began with small 
co-operative creameries which, how- 
ever, Tepresented co-operation § in 
manufacturing and not in marketing. 
The manufacturers, by introducing 
centralized systems put the creamer- 
jes out of business at first, except in 
the northern dairy regions where they 
held on persistently. In the large 
cities the dairymen made bargaining 
associations come to terms with the 
dealers a@ to prices, but they were 
ineffective because they could not pre- 
vent the dealers being in a position 
to name the price. Then came the 
majrketing associations which were 
powerful in contrast to the bargaining 
associations. The crux of the dairy 
men's co-operative prohlem is that 
they muet be in a position to use the 
surplus of their milk over and above 
the demand for fluid milk in manufac- 
turing some product which can last 
and be shipped to distant markets. 
It is one of the difficulties that dairy 
men have to face that the production 
of milk varies at different seasoas of 
the year while the consumption re- 
mains largely constant, with the re- 
sult that the market tends to become 
periodically demoratized. ‘tc remedy 
this, the producers must be In a pos 
tion to hanwWe their own surplus, 
whether by means of condensers, 
creameries, or butter factories. Other- 
wise they are at the mercy of the jecl- 
ers. Sometimes the mere threat of 
such a step is sufficient, as in Balti- 
more, where the dairymen have put 
in machinery for manufacture as a 
threat to the dealers and have found 
it sufficient to keep the machinery 
fit and ready to work but not actually 
in operation. 

The whole area of production must 
be considered, an area too small mean. 

A federation of local or 
ganizations is the remedy for this, 
the object of the federation being to 
etandardize such processes as butter 
making and -so invade the dealers’ 
markets.

tions is the fluid milk market of the 
large cities. 

The next point is that’a good qual- 
ity of product must be maintained. In 
this respect the local creameries 
ought to be able to beat the big con- 
densing companies. Such organiza- 
tions need not hurt the producers of 
milk close to the actual milk market. 
In such a country as Alberta, small 
beginnings can be made, with the 
larger aim in ultimate view. 

[Poultry and egg farming has also 
been arganized on a_ co-operative 
basis in the ‘States, particularly on the 
Pacific coast, where the organizations 
have been able actually to sell their 
eggs in New York to advantage. They 
have standardized their production, 
organized cleaning and _ preserving 
methods, and have even reached the 
position of being able to ship fresh 
eges by the Panama Canal to New 
York. The great egg producing area 
of the States ia the corn belt, where 
the farmers are not poultry farmers 
only. There, too, organization has 
successfully met the marketing prob- 
lems. Slack methods of grading, 
cleaning, preserving and marketing 
(where they exist) account for the 
great difference in price between what 
the farmer gets and the consumer pays. 
The adapting of details, euch as the 
size of cases for packing eggs, to the 
local conditions is one of the secrets 
of success. Thus the receiving sta- 
tions should be close to the farms, but 
the grading should be done at the 
concentration points, from which re- 
ports and advance payments should 
be sent to the individual producers. 
Further, the processing of eggs for 
preserving purposes is moet important 
because of its allowing for regular 
marketing. The natural sequence of 
development is first to secure the do- 
mestic markets for guaranteed fresh 
high quality eggs and then go into 
the distant markets with the surplus, 
and in that distant market “dump” 
your surplus, that is, sell it below the 
home market price if necessary in 
order to prevént a glut in the home 
market and the consequent breaking 
of that market. 

With respect to live poultry, the 
governments in Canada have already 
done something towards helping it and 
the co-operatives may develop along 
the same linea. The tendency is for 
the live poultry business to fall in 
volume as the egg business increases. 
Co-operation in the egg and poultry 
business tends to give the women on 
the farms an intereet In the business 
of the farms and experience has shown 
that women are rather better at this 
mode of cooperation than men for 
some unexplained reason. 

With respect to live stock market- 
ing, some pioneer work is needed. In 
the States, local live stock shipping 
associations have been organized on 
a somewhat loose and restricted basis 
and they failed to settle the market. 
Agents in the great terminal markets 
were tried but that was not a success 
as the packers got the ‘best of the stuff 
offered and left the worst for the co- 
operatives. The chief weakness has 
been the absence of any control over 
the volume of supply for the markets. 
The new plan is to obtain this control 
and ‘prevent the periodical breaking 
of the markets and also to meet the 
competition of the packers. The re 
sult of mere haphazard competition 
has been only the unsettling of tho 
markets. In the corn helt of the 
States a plan has been formed much 
along the lines of the Alberta one, 
namely, to have concentration points 
selected where live stock °an be grad- 
ed into carloads of similar quality 
and shipped to the best markets, while 
gluts are prevented by a system of 
hold-overs. Grading live stock is pe- 
fectly possible. In fact, one hig bank. 
ing firm in the southern States has 
developed a live stock business of its 
own with grading arranged so syste 
matically that a large mail order hus!- 
ness is done. A reporting service is 
also needed which will form an in- 
ventory of production throughout each 
district and enable the pool officials 
to know exactly all the data of pro 
duction. There must also be a suit- 
able contract to be sizned by the 
members of any marketing associa- 
tion. 5 

If a suitable system along these 
lines is adopted, experience has shown 
that competent men can be found to 
manage the business properly. At 
the present time the farmers are pro- 
ducing excellently but market badly, 
and only by co-operation can efficient 
marketing be attained. 

iAt the close of Mr. Peteet’s speech, 
Mr. G. W. Smith, M.L.A., in thanking 
him for his able presentation of ths 
subject, assured Mr. Peteet that while 
his audience might not be very large 
it was representative of a wide area. 

The chairman having asked _ for 
questions, several were put and an. 
swers given by Mr. Peteet. In answer 
to one question on the subject of 
dumping surplus products at a dis- 
tance and so keeping up the market. 
against the local consumer, Mr. Peteet 
stated that a demoralized local market 
does not help the consumer, while it 
ruins the producer. He quote’ the 
Minneapolis district as one where the 
result of co-operation is that the pro- 
ducer gets more while the consumer 
pays less, and the same thing, he said, 
applied to the tobacco districts of the 
States. Co-operation, according to Mr. 
Peteaet, reduces costs of marketing but 
does not force the price to the con- 
sumer beyond what he can pay. If it 
did so it would defeat its own pur. 
pose. The dealers, on the other hand, 
have no consideration for the con-

Among other questiotis asked was 
one relating to the length of-time. to 
j be covered by the contracts between 
the pool and~the individual farmers. 
Mr. Peteet explained that five years 
was thought by most experience] men 
to be the best period because it gave 
a certain assurance of continuance and 
Stability to the pool in dealing with 
banks and business men, and avoided 
repeated and expensive sign-up cam- 
paigns. It was not, however, neces- 
sarily the only period that could use- 
fully ‘be fixed on. 

Other questions having been asked 
and answered, the meeting was 
brought to a close. 

In the evening Mr. Peteet addressed 
a further public meeting, presided over 
J by Mr. H. Willson, president of. the 
Board of Trade. Generally speaking, 
the address on this occasion embodied 
the points in his two earlier addresses 
with some additional detailed figures. 
There was a better attendance at this 
meeting than at the previous ones. 
Mr. Peteet’s address was listened to 
with appreciation by all present.

ALFALFA AND SWEET CLOVER 
HAY MAKING 
Two or three cuttings of hay per 
season are possible from alfalfa, says 
G. E. De Long, assistant euperintend- 
ent at the Lacombe experimental sta- 
tion. To get three cuttings the tirst 
should be made ae soon as the sec 
ondary shoots ere noticeable on the 
crown of the plant, or when the plant 
is just coming into bloom. Experi- 
ments indicate that a greater tonnage 
per acre for the season can be ob- 
tained in cefitral Alberta if two cut- 
tings only are taken and the first de- |} 
layed until a little greater maturity 
develops. When handled in this way, 
the second cutting is made about Aug- 
ust 15th, and the alfalfa is able to 
make five or six inches growth for 
winter protection. 
Alfalfa for hay should be allowed 
to only thoroughly wilt in the swath 
and then be raked up and cured in the 
coil. Fully curing in the ewath or 
windrow results in a large loss of leaf. 
The first cutting of sweet clover 
should be made when the crop is just 
coming into bloom. Delaying cutting 
past this stage of maturity reduces 
the yield of the second cutting, while 
the steme on the first cutting become 
too coarse and woody. 
The first cutting should not be made 
too close to the ground as the second 
growth is developed from ‘buds on the 
base of the stalks and not from buds 
which develop on the crown of the 
root, as is the case with alfalfa. For 
that reason cutting the (first crop too 
close to the ground materially reduces 
the yield of the second cutting. Sweet 
clover hay may be handled in two 
ways. It may be cut with the binder 
and stooked like ordinary green feed, 
or handled like alfalfa hay. Cutting 
with the binder has several advan- 
tages. The sweet clover is tied in 
sheaves and there is no loss of leaf 
when the crop cures. The stubble is 
left a little higher with the result that 
the chances of getting a second cut- 
ting are greater in a favorable season 
than if the crop were cut with a 
mower. 


COD LIVER OIL IN CHICK FEEDING 
George Robertson, assistant Do- 
minion poultry husbandman, reports 
the result of experiments at the Ot- 
itawa experimental farm as follows: 

An experiment was conducted at 
the Central experimental farm, Ot- 
tawa, in 1924, to determine the effect 
of various vitamin rich feeds in the 
feeding of chicks. Fourteen pens of 
40 chicks each were used. These 
chicks were housed in a pipe brooder 
house on a cement floor with planer 
shavings for litter. Pen No. 1 was 
the control pen and was fed a basal 
ration which consisted of standard 
scratch and mash composed of zhorté' 
middlings, cornmeal and oat flour 
equal parts and one-half part meat 
meal. Grit, greens and both milk and 
water were supplied. 

The other thirteen pens were all 
fed thig same ration plus one or mora 
feeds, which are recognized ag baing 
rich in vitamins. The additional foed« 
used were wheat germ, rice polish, 
Larro yeast (a dead yeast prepared 
for feeding’ purposes), Fleischmann's 
yeast (# living yeast), tomato pulp, 
cod liver oil, and raw liver. 

At the end of the experiment, whi-h 
lasted three weeks, pen No. 4, the loi 
on Larro yeast, showed no deatite, 
while pens Nos. 7 and 11, the lots on 
cod liver oil and cod liver o!! and 
Larro yeast, showed but one each, 
whereas some of the other pens 
showed considerably more, the high- 
est being pen No. 14 on cod liver oi] 
and rice polHsh, which showed eight 
deaths. 

An outstanding feature of the ex- 
periment wag the effect of the cod 
liver oil on leg weakness. In every 
pen in which cod liver oil was used 
there were no signs of leg weakness, 
whereas in every pen, without excep- 
tion, where cod liver oil was not used, 
there were chicks either off their legs 
or showing preéliminany signs of leg 
weakness.
